for attractions at the St. Louis Fair o) 
1003 are being planned.

already announced will be a mammoth 
watch. It will lie on its hack, have a 
polished metal case, just like tlie culi- 
nary watch, and will be so lanre and 
roomy inside that people will be able t 0 
walk aiound iu it among the moving 
wheels. It will bo neatly seventy-live 
feet in diameter, and moie than forty 
feet high, \vith neat little stairways run- 
ning H'l about in U, and all the wheels 
properly protected, so that no on- can be 
hurt.

ot our modem industrial system that 
every pin in the course of its manufac- 
ture passes through a down separate pro- 
C'sses, involving the greatest skill on 
the part of the operatives employed and 
the action ol a great amount of automa- 
tic machinery. 


The.pin makes it appeaiance at the 


factory in the form of barrels of coiled j 
brass wire. The lirsl process is that, ot 
straightening thia wire. The coils are 
placed ou revolving racks, and fed from 
these into little machines, iroin the vise- 
like grip of which they emerge perfectly 
straight. Tljence the wire is fed into the 
pin-making machine, which is aloiosl as 
complicated aa a printing press. 
A 


sliaip knife cuis the wue into uniform 
lengutn of the desiied size. Aseach lit- 
tle lengths of wire drops Irom the knife 
it falls upon a small wheel, the edge of 
which is notched into groves just large 
enough to hold the hits oi wire. 


1C ich is carried along by the wheel un- 


til an iron linger and thumb sieze and 
hold il lirnily, while an automactiu ham- 
mer, by a single, smart blow, pnfa a 
Lead on one end. Then the embrjo pin 
I,ills upon anolher 
grooved 
wheel, 


which revolves auto-honzontally. 
As i 


they move ou in the clasp of the second 
wheel the projecting ends paps over a 
number ol circular steel liles, which 
iifutly grind them to a point. Further on 
they encounter a pumice stone, which 
smoothes oil Uie filed ends, and then 
they drop into a wooden receiving box.

Clearwaier Valley, Idaho, Has a mys- 


terious Warmth. With Flowers 


All the Year. 


The Northern Pacific baa finished lay- 


ing rails on the Clearwater Short Line, 
thus completing sixty-three miles of new 
road in Idaho, says the Minneapolis 
Journal. The Northern Pacific now fol- 
lows the Clearwater river from its junc- 
tion with the Snake, at Lewiaton, for a 
distance of seventy-five 
miles. 
The 


country through which it passes has a 
native grandeur found nowhere except 
among the Idaho hills. 


The temperature of the Clearwater 


Valley is semi-tropical, being warmed by 
some mysterious agency mentioned by 
the early explorers as a "heated zone" 
in the mountains. 


The end of the railroad is in close 


touch with gold mining districts that 
could not be developed because machin- 
ery could not be hauled to them. 


The Clearwater Short Line is a scenic 


route from beginning to end, and every 
mile of the road has its special attrac- 
tion. It skirts the river bank just above 
high water mark, through continuous 
box canyons. The whistle of a locomo- 
tive is repeated time and again by 
echoes that seem never entirely to die 
away. 


The building of the roadhas been far 


more expensive than was anticipated. 
For more than forty miles the cliffs are 
of solid granite, rising in places to a 
height of 150 feat. Sides of the moun- 
tain have been blown away by dynamite 
to make room for the track. It cost 
$15,01)0 to blow out theaideof a single 
mountain, and the contractor is said to 
have lost money on the job. 
There are 


several places along the rond wliei-a the 
cost of making the grade was $10,110(1 for 
'1.10 feet. 


The most beautiful place iu all Idaho 


is on Hie Clearwater 
Short Line at 


Kainiah. Here the valley widens to 
about four miles, and along one side 
Hows the river in a bed of white pebbles. 
Birds sing the year round among the 
willows that dip their branches in tho 
sparkling water. There is no merchant- 
able timber in the valley, but clumps of 
wild apple trees grow everywhere. 


There is no mouth in the year when 


the ground is not carpeted willi llowers, 
for they bloom perpetually. This valley 
w«9 always the home of the Indians, and 
they still live there, and they resent the 
intrusion of the railroad with spiteful 
apposition.
